Peter Luhn); The indexing problem (Charles L. Ber- 
nier, E. J. Crane, Frank B. Rogers); The retrieval pro- 
blem (Saul Herner, Robert L. Hayne); Character re- 
cognition devices (Paul W. Howerton, Charles W. Allen, 
John A. Fitzmaurice, Harry J. Woll); The hardware 
problem (Ascher Opler, Jack Minker, Eugene Wall); 
Special services (G. Dake Gull, Gregory A. Abdian, 
William Budington, Woodrow W. Dunlop, Roger C. 
Runck, Y. S. Touloukian) ; The réle of government (Bur- 
ton W. Adkinson); The conference will be concluded 
with a session on goals and prospects.

Bibliography, documentation and terminology 


The new Committee on Bibliography, Documentation 
and Terminology, which replaces the International Ad- 
visory Committee on Bibliography and the Internatio- 
nal Advisory Committee for Documentation and Ter- 
minology in Pure and Applied Science, and which is to 
advise the Director-General of Unesco, at his request, 
on questions of documentation, bibliography and ter- 
minology in all Unesco’s field of work, will meet in Paris, 
probably from September 25 to 29, 1961. 

The main items on the provisional agenda are as 
follows: Unesco’s programme in the field of bibliogra- 
Phy, documentation and terminology for 1961/62 and 
the outline of a programme for 1963/64; International 
coordination in primary and secondary publication, ca- 
taloguing principles and international classification 


systems, translation questions, the status and professio- 
nal training of research librarians and documentalists; 
and the Development of national bibliographical ser- 
vices. 


Medical documentation 


The Committee on Medical sciences of the Deutsche 
Gesellschaft fiir Dokumentation (DGD) in Frankfurt 
organises ‘an International Seminar on Medical Docu- 
mentation. The Seminar will be held in Germany (Ber- 
lin ?) from October 16-28, 1961. Dr. O. Nacke will re- 
present FID at the Seminar. 

Subjects dealt with include: Research methods, Sta- 
tistics, Automation, Bibliography and documentation, 
and Reproduction.

Technical University Libraries 


The International Association of Technical Univer- 
sity Libraries organised a congress at the Technical 
University of Delft (Netherlands) from April 11 to 14, 
1961. FID was represented at the meeting by its Ge- 
neral Secretary, Dr. J. E. Humblet. 

The provisional programme included a Survey of de- 
velopments in the library of the Technical University of 
Delft, Aspects of development in the technical Universi- 
ty library (rational management, data processing, tech. 
nical aids, national and international cooperation, coor- 
dination in collecting data on translation and coordina- 
tion in research in the field of library techniques), Con- 
struction of technical university libraries, and Devel- 
opments in the training of technical librarians. 


Special Libraries Association 


The Annual Convention of the Special Libraries As- 
sociation (SLA) at the Sheraton Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco will be opened on May 28, 1961. 


Standardization of computers 


The International Organization for Standardization 
(ISO) and the International Electrotechnical Commis- 
sion (IEC) will jointly convene a Round Table Confe- 
rence of international organisations for the possible 
study of standardisation in the field of digital computers 
and data-processing machines. 

The purpose of the Conference, which will be held in 
Geneva on May 15, 1961, is to acquaint ISO and IEC 
with the work already undertaken by other organisati- 
ons and to guide the appropriate Technical Committees 
of ISO and IEC as to the work that they will be able to 
undertake.

SCIENTIFIC ORGANISATIONS 


Translation pool for nuclear literature 


The European Atomic Energy Community (Eura- 
tom), the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority 
and the United States Atomic Energy Commission have 
established a translation pool for nuclear literature 
at Euratom’s headquarters in Brussels. 

The centre, known as ,,Transatom” will publish a 
monthly Transatom Bulletin in which will be listed 
translations existing and planned in Euratom member 
states (Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Luxemburg 
and the Netherlands), the United Kingdom, the USA 
and other countries. The first issue appeared in Decem- 
ber 1960. The subscription rate is $8 per year (publ. 
Euratom, Transatom Service, 51 rue Belliard, Brussels). 

Transatom will collect and record all available data 
relating to translations in a master file at its center in 
Brussels. Contacts have been established to avoid dupli- 
cation of work at the European Translations Centre at 
Delft, Netherlands.

Institute for labour studies 


The International Labour Organisation established an 
International Institute for Labour Studies. The Institute 
is intended ,,to bring together people who have respon- 
sibility for social and labour matters in industry and 
trade unions, in public administration, in the professions 
and other occupations, together with educators and 
specialists in this field, for discussion and study of the 
practical problems confronting them in the process of 
economic and social development”. The first meeting 
of the Board will take place in July 1961. 

The Netherlands Government will contribute $ 122.000 
to the endowment fund of the Institute, which then 
stands at $1.017.000, not including a donation by the 
Government of France of which the amount will be 
announced soon.

RESEARCH 


Council on Library Resources 


The fourth Annual Report of the Council on Library 
Resources, Washington, for the period ending June 30, 
1960, has been published by the Council in March 1961. 
The report relates the support given to research on in- 
formation storage and retrieval problems. During its 
fourth fiscal year the Council made grants and con- 
tracts and undertook directly projects totalling 
$ 569,211. 

»in addition to the computer-oriented investigations, 
the current interest in the information problem mani- 
fests itself in developments in high-reduction photo- 
graphy and other photocopying techniques, work on 
character recognition (machines that can read text 
and convert it into machine language), coordinate in- 
dexing, transmitting of information at a distance, and 
the organization of information work such as more ef- 
fective coordination of primary publication and in- 
dexing and abstracting services” states Verner W. Clapp, 
President of the Council, in the preface to the report. 

The report lists new projects and earlier projects now 
completed in such areas as: bibliographic access to re- 
corded information, physical access to the document, 
the administrative basis of library work, and planning. 


High-reduction microphotography 


The Council on Library Resources in Washington has 
awarded a contract in the amount of $31,755, to Intec- 
tron, Inc., in Newton Lower Falls, Mass., for an investi- 
gation of various factors affecting high-reduction mi- 
crophotography as applied in information storage and 
retrieval systems. 

Work on the contract is expected to take 15 months. 
It is expected that the project will provide the designer 
of documentary photographic processes with the an- 
swers to such questions as what combinations of lenses, 
materials, and techniques should be used so as best to 
achieve a given high-ratio reduction.

FID PUBLICATIONS 


Library and documentation literature 


The Bibliography of library and documentation lite- 
rature 1960 appeared as the final issue of the 1960 
volume of the ,,Revue de la Documentation”. The Biblio- 
graphy contains 503 selected entries arranged by UDC 
with an author’s index. Price of this issue (FID publ. 
332) 6,- Dutch guilders. 

As in former years the selection was made from the 
cooperating journals: American Documentation, Bulle- 
tin des Bibliothéques de France, The Journal of Docu- 
mentation, and a few other journals. The most impor- 
tant publications (books and articles) were selected by 
the Editorial Board of the ,,Revue” in view of their 
value for retrospective search purposes. 


NEW JOURNALS 


Bibliography, Documentation and Terminology 


The first issue of the bi-monthly Bulletin on Biblio- 
graphy, Documentation and Terminology appeared in 
March 1961, as the continuation of the two former bulle- 
tins ,,Monthly bulletin on scientific documentation and 
terminology” and ,,Bibliographical news”. 

The Bulletin will be sent free of charge to those in- 
terested, upon application to the Libraries, Documen- 
tation and Archives Division, Unesco, Place de Fonte- 
noy, Paris 7e, or to the Department of Natural Sciences, 
Unesco, (same address). Persons and institutions on 
the mailing list of the former bulletins will automati- 
cally receive the new bulletin. 


Reports of conferences 


It is often difficult to ascertain if and by whom re- 
ports of conferences are published. On the other hand 
the organising association often lacks the means to 
make reports of its conferences sufficiently public. 

To remedy this situation, the Union of International 
Associations (Palais d’Egmont, Brussels) started a 
Bibliographical current list of papers, reports and pro- 
ceedings of international meetings. The first issue of the 
monthly Bulletin appeared in January 1961 (subscrip- 
tion rate: 100 FB; 10 NF; 14/-; $3 per year). Full bi- 
bliographical] details of reports are given as and when 
they are issued. The arrangement of citations is by UDC. 


OTHER PUBLICATIONS 


US indexing and abstracting services 


»A guide to US indexing and abstracting services in 
science and technology” has been compiled by the Li- 
brary of Congress for the National Federation of Science 
Abstracting and Indexing Services under a grant from 
the National Science Foundation. (Report no. 101, June 
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1960, 79 p., available from the NFSAIS, 301 East Capitol 
Street, Washington 3, DC, USA.) 

Questionnaires were sent to some 900 organisations, 
about 700 replied. Of the 492 titles included in the list, 
about 5% were among those for which no reply was 
received. 

The entries are arranged under the following head- 
ings: Science and technology general, mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, biology, science of man, medicine, 
earth sciences, agriculture and technology, with sub- 
headings in several groups. Of the 492 titles listed, 188 
are classed under medicine, 145 under techhology and 
the remaining in the other sections. 393 titles have been 
regarded as abstracting services, 99 as indexing ser- 
vices. Cross references are given for services falling in 
various groups.

Short guide to physics literature

Special libraries in the USA and Canada 


Gale Research Company, 2200 Book Tower, Detroit, 
Michigan, USA, has undertaken a comprehensive sur- 
vey of special libraries, information and documentation 
centres in business and industrial organisations, gov- 
ernment agencies, educational institutions, research 
institutes, and trade and professional associations, in 
the USA and Canada. The results will be published in 
1961 as the first edition of the ,,Directory of Special Li- 
braries and Information Centres”. The directory will 
be issued triannually. 

Each entry will give the following data: name and 
address, name of sponsoring organisation, name of per- 
son in charge, names of staff members and size of staff, 
annual budget, year founded, subjects represented in the 
collections, publications issued, services available. 
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Bibliographical services 


»Bibliographical services throughout the world, 1950- 
1959” by R. L. Collison will appear at Unesco in July 
1961 in English and French (approx. no. of pages 240, 
approx. price $ 3; 15/—; 10,50 NF paper bound). 

The introduction contains a general survey of national 
and international bibliographical activity in the last 
ten years: the work of Unesco’s International Advisory 
Committee on Bibliography, creation of many national 
bibliographical commissions, successes in bibliographi- 
cal cooperation, increase in the volume and standard 
of current and retrospective national bibliographies, etc. 

The first part of the report, which is arranged alpha- 
betically by country, describes bibliographical achieve- 
ments in over 100 countries or territories during the 
past ten years. It shows the progress made by each 
country in national bibliography, library cooperation, 
current special bibliography and retrospective biblio- 
graphy, and notes any special training facilities avail- 
able for bibliographers. 

In the second part, which deals with the activities of 
more than 80 international organisations, a brief de- 
scription of each organisation’s aims and functions is 
given, followed by a summary of the bibliographical 
work carried out in the period under review. 

The volume includes a list of national bibliographical 
correspondents, a comparative table showing the state 
of national, special and retrospective bibliography in 
each country, and an index.
